Momhty'B weekly report from Bombay 
by cable settles the fiu-t that the Indian 
wheat crop is going to be no fac-tor at 
all in the (inestion of ths world's food 
supply this year, and there is a sudden 
and anzioui eflbfft now being made to 
get at the facts upon whioh to base an 
estimate of what the world's crop will 
really be Uke. 

I spent yestertlay with a nuinlier of 
the i>e;-it informed English specialists 
and dis<'ii\ered that tliey V)elie\ethKt 
the sifnati'iii II few months hence is gi>- 
ing Uy be fully as bn<l as it was last year. 
One or two say they expect it to l>e 
worse. Of course, the state of Eur<)peaii 
crops is still susceptible of oer- 
tain fliictuatious and okiiuot hf 
auourately iiiap]>ed out until the anniiitl 
seed fair at Vienna whioh, owing to the 
general anxiety this year, lais t>eeu ad- 
vanced in date to Aug. 24, but while cli- 
matic tendencies niav injure gootl crops, 
they will be able to uo little to improve 
these alre4idy doomed, and the condi- 
tion in October is more likely to be 
worse than better. 

The demand for wheat in the big pur- 
chasing countries of EuroM brls fair to 
be smaller than lUuaL England and 
France both promise harvests consider- 
bly better than laat year. As tlie fields 
and stocks now stand, the yield of these 
two countries is eXpecteil to be 40.UO0.- 
000 bushels in excess of that of last year. 
Spain a^io w411 be above the aveitige, 
and Italy only a trifle under. 

Germany, east of the tenth parallel, is 
almost as good— perhaps the present 
weather will make iier quite as good— as 
lost year. But the favorable picture uo- 
mpuTStopa. Indeed this tenth miiiUel 
may oe taken as fairly dividing tue good 
from the bad. East of that uue wiieat 
orops have gone all to pieces. Two 
great exporting countries, Russia atul 
Austro-Hungary, will this year iiud it 
diflionlt to feed themselves. 

Russia, which bad bis harvests the 
last two yeaiS) and foroea the market to 
get rid of all its grain in order to float 
losns, the last of whioh was concluded 
the other day, now confronts a rather 
serious situation. Her big gniuerieis. 
like those at Odessa, have never before 
been so empty of wheat, and the pres- 
ent crop iu manv large districts i.s u 
complete failure. There is a mass of con- 
firmatory endence of this from pri- 
vate sources, but the most conclusive is 
the fact that the otilcial bureau, whi<-h 
last yetir for the first time sent out lots 
of eiicourii+riug bulletins, this vear gives 
no siL;n <jf its existenw. The loii'^ 
drouth ami then the cy<'lonic storms, 
which dostioved the wheat find oats 
nrosi)ects in Xtussia. have done the sa -e 
for wheat, rye and barley in .\ustro- 
Hungaiy, Rouniania and eastern (i.jr- 
mauy. 

Iirshoii, though ci-ops of the tenth 
parallel are <piite detinit«'ly better than 
in IHHS, this is more than Indaiiced by 
the failure in the far more imi>orta!it 
giftiii tiehls east of that line. England, 
France and Italy must always buy so 
much giain that the miestioli exa(^tly 
how niiu'h thev netnl is not si)e<nally 
important, but th(( failure of t)ig ex- 
portintr couiitrii's is serious, considerini,' 
the collapse of India and the very deii- 
cieut crops of Australasia. 

It is now estimated here In- experts 
that the easteru hemisphere as a whole 
is worse off than it was a year ago at 
this time. There is, therefore, almost 
tearful interest iu what the American 
crop will bo Like. The shortage o\e;' 
here will be so great that the market 
will be more at the mercy of the Unit«'d 
Stiites than ever l)efore and the next re- 
port from tho Washiugtou bureau is 
eagerly watched for as au indication of 
how severe a squeeze may be expected. 
During the last few days Russian wheat 
has been goinff up hero, and a panic is 
cnitr prevented by the fact that eveiy- 
booj in Americii seems so coutidenb 

Dakota Said to Be Nh»rt. 

Chioaoo, July 16. —A special to The 
Inter Oceau from Grafton. Dak., savs: 
The wheat crop of Dakota is 30, ouo, 000 
bushels short. The figures are large, 
but uot in the least exaggerated. 'l"ie 
total production for tho territory cannot, 
under tlie best possible conditions 
from now- until hai-vest. which 
will begin in the north hv the 'i.-jth, ex- 
ceed 2(».<iO(>.<H»o bushels, an. I to put it 
that high is a liberal estimate. The 
greatest detriment to a successful crop 
uiis year has been the exceedingly div 
season, and only along ths streams will 
there l>e any crops at alL 

In the spring the most tenific w iuds 
raved in this entire teiritory and for 
weeks aftei- tho croo was sown the 
air was filled with the tlyiitg jiarti- 
oles of the s'lil that shoiil l have been 
furnishing nutriment to the seed tln^t 
was lying exposed aud burning on the 
surface. Hundreds of acres w ere sow n foi- 
the seconil time and it would haxc been 
a vei-y good thing for the couutrv if the 
eutire (rroj) had Imh'ii put in again when 
the wimls were stilled. The gi-^iin «as 
for the ei . iti r part injured so that no 
amount of luusing would brinif it back, 
ond it is alto;<etlier likely that outside of 
the valley of tlus lied river, all the grain 
grown will not fill .'^00 cars.

The cry of famine 
that was rai>ed last winter iu the west- 
ern part of Walsh county, will find its 
echo all over the temtory the coming 
winter. 

Aside from this impoverishing of the 
people by the failure of the wheat there 
IS another danger whioh will be felt al- 
most as severely, and that is the want 
of fodder for the stock.
